ent immigration law ."scarcely, excludes 
any except those nflllcled with serious 
mental or physical defects'' and has 
'but little effect in reducing: Ihe. great 
in«ux:of-aliens. "Nolwilhslandlns the 
mandatory provisions of the law," said 
tho statement, "it has been-difficult in 
Ihe past to deport even whan'nitons 
are mentally or physically defective. 
H has become customary1 for. friends 
or philanthropic societies to appeal in 
behalf of rejected aliens and in taking 
such appeals little or no consideration 


is given to tho merits of (he case." 


During the last fiscal year, the state- 


ment added, $1,038,212 aliens applied 
for admission and only, 1--1 per cent, 
wore excluded for all causes, while ihe 
indications were that even greater 
numbers 'would be admitted this year.

whole world. To Col. Sinclair is du

Shall we atop, at this point, or shall 


we go on and. achieve greatness 
other cities have done? Shall we be 
content that the only Manufactures of 
our good old city shatt 
DC buttons, 


boots and beer—to say nothing of rum? 


Guess not!' That Jones and Sinclair 


have done their work and passed on is 
no just reason for the people of Ports 
mouth to lay down and sleep. 
They 


had better make up their minds that 
"there are others!" \v*here are they— 
and who are they? It might be well 
for every 
live man 
In Portsmouth, 


whatever his department of labor or 
trade, to ask himself if he isn't tjie 
one to go ahead and do things! Jt la 
much easier to sit down and complain 
about the lack of local enterprise than 
to "get up anil get!" 


In the early part of the nineteenth 


century Portsmouth 
stood 
relatively 


better among the surrounding towns 
than at the present day. H was a soa- 
port and' our wharves were often lined 
two or three deep with trading vessels, 
Our shipyards were constantly adding 
lo a lung list of "Portsmouth 
built 


ships.'1 Their builders 'were George 
Raynes, Daniel Marcy, Fernald £ Pct- 
ligrew, Tobey & Lattlcflcld, William P. 
Female! with Master William Badger 
at Hadgcr's Island, and John Ncal nt 
ICHtcry. 
We had two ropewalks, and 


the blacksmiths, ship carpenters, sail 
makers and riggers were an important 
addition to our population. We had 
two iron foundries, a brass foundry, a 
large machine shop, watchmakers who 
could make a watch to order, lind sil- 
versmiths who would turn a Spanish 
dollar into a silver spoon; cotton, 
woolen and hosiery mills, two grist 
mills {and tradition tolls oi a wind- 
mill on. Mason's Hill), three tanneries 
a pottery, wholesale imporiere, mer- 
chants and others of thai li*. 
Our 


Market square was filled with farm 
produce from the country aniuncl, as 
far as Nottingham. Droves of cattle, 
horses and sheep were a common sight 
on our streets, and it,is with a sigh of 
regret thai we remember the busy 


lencE at the old Spring market. 
On the streets and in places of rbsort 


we always met with sea captains, eith- 
er active or retired, who helped to give 
a certain eclat to the old town. And 
at the high school In those daya a, cer- 
tain percentage of the boys were plan- 
ning for a sea life, and a boy was not 
of much account unless he had a rec? 
ord for climbing masts and 
doing 


stunts on shipboard. 


Then there, was a manufactory of 


doors, windows ~and blinds; there weni 
cabinet makers and carvers whose 
work was "Al." 
There were Ports- 


mouth-made stoves, which Ira Hazel- 
ton's foundry cast at the West End 
and which he sold at his sLoro on Mar- 
ket square, where Mr. Foyc now pro- 
gresses. 
What a deal of pleasure it 


was to liio boys to watch the "blow- 
ing" 
at the foundry when'the melted 


iron was dnnyn and 
cast 
into 
the 


molflM. 


The sh'.p-building went out nnd the 


railroads came In. The \great world's 
enterprise was opened (o MS, and wo 
gradually became accustomed to lonk 
abroad for the supply of our needu.. 
The Portsmouth people, were satisfied 
and content to take the course of 
events with a philosophy that quieted 
enterprise, and those who were enter- 
prising had to go abroad lo expand. 
So it comes to us now that we vlr-
